Murder in the Second Degree. 


New Bloomfleld. f&., Feb. 1.—Dr. 


Thomas L. Johnstjn who shot ana killed 
Dr. George S. Henry, at Duncannon, this 
county, on September 28, last, was Sat- 
urday found guilt of murder in the second 
degree. The trial has been a remarkable 
one, occupying two weeks, and In all 
nearly 100 witnesses were called.

Washington, Feb. 1.—The

This case was brought by tbe express

a military train bad been destroyed by 
dynamite in Pinar del Rio. An attempt 
was made to suppress the news, but it 
spread, and investigation showed that It 
was true. Friday morning, as a train 
carrying mllitajy supplies and 300 Span- 
ish soldiers was crossing a bridge at Oce- 
gera, near Nangns, a dynamite explosion 
occurred, destroying the engine and the 
armored car and ditching the entire train. 
The enigneer, fireman and twenty-four 
soldiers were killed in the explosion and 
a surgeon, thirty-nine soldiers and too 
conductor nnd brakeman wounded, sev- 
dernl of tLem mortally. As the uninjure 
soldiers crawled out of the debris the in- 
surgents opened fire, killing several. The 
Spaniards then fled, and tbe Insurgents 
looted tbe train of tbo valuable military 
supplies. They then fired the wreck and 
left. Spaniards sent re-enforcements from 
Artemlsa, and the dead and tho wounded 
Wjere taken to Havana Saturday. 
What 


adds to the significance of tbe affair is 
that this is tha second train destroyed by 
Insurgents in ten days, and yet Woyler 
claims Pinar del Bio is paolfled. 


In Havana province the insurgents an- 


swered to Weyler's claim .of pacification 
with n raid Friday night, in which the 
towns ot Cruz, t-iedra, Bacuranoa and 
Nueva Paz were burned. Tho insurgents 


gun in General Rivera's column played 
an important part. A strong force of In- 
surgents under Col. Pedro Nodarz at- 
tacked Fort No. 10 and after two hours' 
lighting dislodged the gar-'son. After 
summoning the fort to surreBCv, which 
was defiantly refused, Col. Nodarz ordered 
tbe dynamite gun to open on it 
The 


first shell flew wide, but the second and 
third made big gaps In tbe sides, klllrng 
several of the garrison. A furious Infant- 
ry fire was maintained, and soon the gar- 
rison ran up tbe white flag. They were 
allowed to go free, first taking an oath 
not to fight again unless exchanged, 
though tbe Cuban leaders knew that tbe 
Spanish officers would not respect any 
such parole. Fifteen of tbe garrison were 
killed, while but one Cuban was hurt. 


Proceeding on to tbe next fort, the gar- 


rison there went over to the forces of No- 
darz at tbe first demand, and stated that 
they wished to fight for Cuba. They were 
sick at heart of the murderous work 
which they were obliged to do. There 
were 100 men and three officers, with a 
goodly supply of ammunition. Both 
forts wore destroyed. 


At fort No. 7 a stout resistance was 


made, but two shots from tbe dynamite 
gun compelled them to surrender. Tbe 
men in the garrison were allowed their 
freedom. This fort was burned also. In 
the three forts much valuable ammuni- 
tion, guns, etc., were secured.

As soon 
as Rodriguez arrived in Pinar del Rio, 
General Rivera, with BOO picked men, 
crossed the line near Martel, and is now 
in charge of tbe Insurgents in Havana 
province. Beth Rodriguez and Rivera 
crossed the line at what are considered 
strong points, but thny were not. pleat- 
ed. It is thought in Havana that this 
change of leadership is preparatory to a 


At fort No. 6 a strong Spanish re-en- 


forcement had been received, and tbe Cu- 
bans moved off. This leaves tbe trocba 
opon for any Cuban bands that may de- 
sire to pass through. 


One of Sanguine's guerrilla bands en- 


tered a small town called Montrovia, and, 
assembling the people told them to get 
ready to move to San Chrlscdbal at once 
The town was then burned, tho guerrillas 
preventing by force the efforts of the poor 
people to save their effects. Six men 
were shot In tbe melee. Sixteen of the 
women were taken prisoners, and turned 
over to the tender mercies of the men by 
Captain Mordardo. Two of them killed 
themselves with daggers rather than suf- 
fer the fate that was in store for them. 


Afterburning tbe place tbe guerrillas 


moved off, threatening the poor people 
thus left in a starving condition that if 
they did not move at once to San Christo- 
bal they would kill every one found there 
tho next day. 


San Christobal and Artemlsa are now 


crowded with poor people compelled to 
live in tho garrisoned toft-a by Weyler s 
terrors. 
Food Is costly and scarce. Many 


people have actually starved to death, and 
disease is making great ravtiies among 
them, there being over 1000 oases of ill- 
uess now in Artemisn. Tbe physicians 
are too few to attend to one-third of the 


sick.

this morning published an Interview with 
Lyman J. Gage, tho coming secretary of 
the treasury, on the detects of our present 
currency system. Mr. Gage confirmed 
an interivow as giving bU views, subject 
to modification. 
Tho points he made 


against the present currency system are 
these: 
First, confusing heterogenlety 


which needs simplification. Second, the 
greenback controverts this principal of 
paper money, viz : that every note inject 
ed into theooiumoreial system should rep- 
resent an existing commercial value. 
Third, the treasury note is a standing 
evidence of foolish operaMon, tbe creation 
of a debt for the purchase, on a falling 
market of commodity for which tbe pur- 
chaser has no use, and It lies open to the 
just charge of being both idiotic and im- 
moral. Fourth, the national bank note 
more nearly conforms to the true princi- 
ple of paper jnoney, but the unreasonable 
requirements for security paralizes its effi- 
ciency and operate to destroy pl.isticity. 
Fifth, the silver certificate oncouiv is tho 
use of silver to a larger extent than is 
consistent with tho safe preservation of 
that metal on a pnrity with gold.

Last September a year ago Rev. Fleming 
Gray, tbo pioneer colored Baptist minis- 
ter, conducted a camp meeting at Mur- 
dock and Atwood, using n. tent It was a 
work of religious zeal and devotion, add 
in tbo work of saving souls the minister 
also looked after the dimes, quarters and, 
dollars. Evangelist Gray could not do all 
tbe preaching alone, and so he engaged 
Rev. G. M. Moore, another colored B\ip- 
tlst preacher to assist In tbe work. Tbe 
agreement was t Sat Moore was to receive 
$1.50 a day for preaching. He was paid 
at that rate during tho Murdook meeting 
but the receipts were so light at tbe At- 
wood engagement that the pay for Moore 
was out to $1 a day. The receipts were 
less than $7 at that meeting and expenses 
exceeded that sum, consequently there 
Wiis no cash to give to Moore. >"evertha- 
less It was shown at tne trial that Gray 
paid Moore $1 50. Evor since tbe close 
of the Atwood meeting Moore has been 
trying in vain to get tbe five dollars he 
claimed was duo him. At last Moore 
sued Gray for $5 for labor. The hearing 
was bad this forenoon, Attoruev S. A. 1). 
Gray appearing for the defendant, and 
Attorney W. B. Woodford for tse plain- 
tiff. 
Mr. Moore represented that tbe ser- 


vices performed was the hardest kind of 
labor, but owing to tbe conditional agree- 
ments entered Into Justice Hardy con- 
cluded that Rev. Fleming Gray was un- 
der no binding obligations to Moore and, 
he decided In favor of the defendant The 
costs, amounting to about 16, were charg- 
ed up to tbe plaintiff.

HE LAST THREE TERRITORIES. 


Proposition to Make One State Out ef 
Arliona, Now Mexico and Oklahoma. 
From 1876 to 1886 six terrioriesof the 


United States were admitted to state- 
lood—Montana, Washington, Idaho, 
Vyoming, Utah and Dakota—the last 
is'twc states, North and South Dakota. 
Mor to that Colorado was admitted 
ia August 1, 1876, and Nebraska on 
March 1, 1867. There are now remain- 
ng only three territories in the United 
States, exclusive of the District of Co- 
umbia, the Indian territory and Alas- 
!a, which makes no serious pretensions 
o statehood. These three territories 
ore Arizona, New Mexico and Okla- 
loma, and whan all three are admitted 
into tho union, if they ever are, tho 
United States will extend literally from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
!anada to Mexico. 


Arizona covers an area of 113,000 


square miles. New Mexico covers an 
~.rea of 122,000 square miles, and Okla- 
homa, with No Man's Land, covers an 
irec. of 39,000 square miles—in all, 275,- 
000 square miles, or 10,000 square miles 
more than the entire area of the L*bn« 
Star state of Texas. The present pop- 
ulation of Arizona ie about 70,000; of 
New Mexico, 175,000, and of Oklahoma, 
about 105,000, or 250,000 in all. The pop- 
ulation of Texas is about 2,750,000, or 
more than ten times greater. The ob- 
jections now interposed to the admis- 
sion of either Arizona or New Mexico 
are equally strong in both political 
parties. 


It is a fact that New Mexico and 


Arizona were originally one territory 
and included portions of the present 
states of Colorado and Nevada. Subse- 
quently portions were cut off to mak" 
up t.iie pre.sent states of Colorado and 
N~e\a<la, and in 1863 the territory of 
Vrizona. was established, cut off from 
the remaining and larger pr.rt of New 
Mexico. The proposition U> now made 
and is being srriomsly '*iefeiiOcd that 
preparatory to thci* admission into the 
union as states A»izi»na and New Me:.- 
ico should be rnyilted and that Okla- 
homa should b* joined with them nn'l 
the three mniJe into ore. state, with a 
land area of about the eame »ize as 
Texas, but \Mth a total population now 
only one-tenth as great. 
The new- 


state would start under conditions 
which would give reasonable promise 
of o sufficient increase In the future to 
fulfill public requirements. Theadmis- 
sion of the- three into the union a» one 
state would probably forested! much of 
the opposition to the admission of any 
of them separately and would eliminate 
at last the territories from the anion.— 
X. Y. Sun.

educational and school text book bills al- 
twdy introduced at Springfield giveex- 
pntsion to the general acknowledgment 
of imperfections In oor pnblle school ad- 
mlnistnitioD that are not beyond the reach 
of remedial legislation. 


The question of free text books is one 


upon which the educators are not agreed. 
As an abstract educational question, re- 
garded from the standpoint of the highest 
and best citizenship, it would scera to be 
eminently proper that the state should 
remove e»ery oustacle in the way of free 
and popular education for every child in 
the state. But the question Is complicat- 
ed with the va«t publishing interests of 
too country, with possibilities cf cheap 
and trashy text books, such as were fur- 
nlsbsd In states where the free system was 
adopted and with considerations of pub- 
lic revenue. The plan of famishing free 
text books to those whose parents nro too 
poor to buy them has been adopted in 
many cities, bnt Its operation has led to 
many embarrassments, which have made 
it far from satisfactory to the people. 


Tbs question of free text books 1 ' 


tlon is one that should be proceeded with 
cautiously. Its merits should be consid- 
ered independently of the demands and 
desires of school book publishers, and yet 
it may be safely set down as a fact admit- 
ting of little controversy that the people 
of this state are opposed to any plan that 
will cheapen the character and lower the 
academic tone of the text boots to be 
uwd in the public schools of Illinois.

The New Rooms Will be Handsomely 


Fitted and Decorated—The Change 


Will be Made About the First 


of Next 
June. 


Tbe public library of tbe city is to be 


moved from tbe present quarters In tbe 
library block to tbe Uftb floor of the new 
Powers building at the corner of Water 
ard Main streets. The members of tbe 
library boird held a meeting this morn- 
ing and finally decided tbe matter by ac- 
cepting tbe generous offer which was 
made by Orlando Powers. The question 
has bean under consideration for several 
weeks and the members of tbe library 
board have given it due consideration and 
believe that they have done what was to 
tbe beat interests of tbe library. 
Al- 


though there was a difference In opinion 
among tbe members of tbe board the de- 
cision was reached after a perfectly har- 
monious discussion. The rote stood five 
to four In favor of moving, all nine of tbe 
members being present and voting. Tbe 
board is oomposed of tbe following per- 
sons: Dr. William A. Barnes, president; 
W. J.Wayne, W. J. Quintan, W. T. Wells. 
Mrs. Mary A. Barnes, Judge E. P. Vail, 
Nettie B. Llndnoy, Mrs. B.O.McBeynolds, 
and B B. Montgomery. As the question 
was decided by ballot it is not known 
which members were in favor of moving 
and which In favor of staying in tbejires- 
ent quarters. 


The proposition made by Orlando Pow- 


ers wag a most generous one. He propos- 
ed to rent bis room for $460 per year, tbe 
same price which Is now paid for the pres 
ent quarters. Bat as the library has a 
lease which will not expire until two 
yean from next July Mr. Powers offered 
to give two years next In tbe new place 
free of charge so that nothing wonld be 
lost by making tbe obange. 


The Proportion. 


The first proposition made by Mr. Pow 


era which brought tbe question of moving 
before the board was as t allows: 


"I will rent space In my new building 


at the corner of Water and Main streets, 
for a term of five years, with two years 
rent free, for the use of the public library, 
at tbe following prices: 


"All or any portion of 6500 square feet 


of tho outside space, on flfthjloor at seven 
cents per square foot. 


"All or any portion of 5500 square feet, 


Inside space, around light court, on fourth 
floor, tit flvo cents per'square foot. 


"Also other space can be procured in 


tho building at different prices which can 
bo shown In connection with the above. 


"I feel certain that the construction ol 


partitionx, divisions of space and all mat- 
ters of detail, can bo agreed upon satisfac- 
torily. Renting any space m the building 
by tbo board will include free tbe neces- 
sary heat, water and elevator service. 
Tbe building will possess modern equip- 
ments and conveniences." 


After tbe auove proposition hod been 


recdlv'l by the library board Mr. Powers 
submitted another in which he explained 
that the board could have any quantity of 
space at first and uioro later if desired. He 
also offered to fire proof tho columns,doc 
orate tbe walls In any stylo selected, put 
wire screens In the windows where de- 
sired, and build extra toilet rooms. 


The matter was referred to tbe build 


ing committee of tbe board and an Inves- 
tigation was made. There was some ob- 
jection that the room being on to* fifth 
floor of the building would not be strong 
enough but Contractor 
MoNabb wrote a 


letter in which be explained that tbe 
building was as strong as could possibly 
be made. 


The question aroie In tbo minds of 


some whether or not it wonld be wine to 
make the change on account of the future 
of thn library. In answer to this Mr. 
Powers sent tbe following letter to tbe 
board: 


"As a question has arisen with regard 


to tbe future of tbe public library in tbe 
event of tbe erection of r public library 
building, I submit this further addition 
to my former proposition: Tbat your 
board may have the privilege after the 
expiration of five years, to have a lease for 
an additional five years, at the same 
terms, with tbe privilege of cancelling 
this second term lease after one year's no 
Hoe." 


Mr. Powers has made several additional 


ofiWs. Ho agrees to put Inside blinds at 
tbe windows in place of tbe shades 11 they 
are desired. He also agrees to pay tbe ex- 
penses of moving tbe library to the new 
'quarters. 


Tbe letters and propositions given about 


chow how generous Mr. Powers was In 
his offer to the library. In short be 
offered to give tbe roomi at aa cheap a 
rent a« could be expected and agreei to do 
anything and everything that the library 
can desire. 


Upon the< part of those who wera not In 


favor of having tba library moved a re- 
qnert was made that they should ba rep- 
, rannted before the board by Attorney W. 
I C. Outten. This morning Mr. Outton wu 


allowed to make a statement to the roe* 
here. It WM decided that «lnoe tho»e not 
n favor of moving bad been allowed a 
voice that tbo same coortesy should be ex- 
tended to Mr. Powers. The latter, how- 
ever, did not care to make any further 
statements and said that he was willing 
to leave the matter entirely with tbe mem- 
jers of tbe board. All tbe points In favor 
if ea;h location,which bad been discussed 
many times before, were again brought 
up and each member of the board was 
given tbe privilege of expressing his or 
ber individual opinion. Judge Vail then 
made a motion to move the library to tbe 
Powers bnlldlng and a ballot was taksn 
and tha motion carried by a \ote of 6 
to 4. 


Ono member of tho board who has been 


Identified with tbe library ever slnct its 
organization in speaking of tbe matter of 
moving said that as a member of tbe 
board be has acted ae he thought was for 
tbe best interests of tho institution. Ha 
said: "If the location of the library Is a 
help to any merchants that is simply a 
chance benefit which they are fortunate 
enough to receive 
I do not take into 


consideration the business effect but the 
library has been moved simply because 
tbe new place Is undoubtedly the beat 
place -for It. The new room will be an 
elegant one. It Is well lighted, heated 
and ventilated and is fitted with all mod- 
urn conveniences. In fact the library 
will be as handsomely situated as most 
any in this part of the state and tbe place 
will be sufficiently large to answer the 
purpose for a number of years. The own 
ers of the library block also made gener- 
JUB offers but tbe change was made be- 
cause tbe now place is far superior to the 
old building." 


The New Room*. 


The rooms which will soon be tbe quar- 


ters of tbe library is the beet fitted place 
of the kind in the city. Tbe room is 163 
feet long, from north to south. It is 38 
feet wide at the south end and 00 feet 
wide at the north end. There are thirty 
windows in tbe room, along tbe north 
and west side, and also on the east side 
facing on a court. Tho library will have 
about 8500 square feet of space. 
Two

Has Moied Several Tlniea. 


The public library in its time has hac 


many moves. It was first organized as 
tho Decatur Ladles' Library association 
but on August 3, 1875, tho Institution 
was made a public library under the state 
1 iws. There was a hard fight in tba city 
council at tho time and tbe movement was 
carried by one -vote 
The library was first 


on the s»cond door of a building on Mer 
chant street. It was then taken to the 
M Pchroeder building over the Wng- 
goner shoo stole Then it was moved to 
the Linn & Scruggs' building where i) 
stayed for a number jf years. The library 
was then moved .to tbe Library building 
and when that structure was destroyed 
by Ure many ot the books were lest. Tbe 
library opened quarters in tbe old Presby- 
terian oliuroh, now Abbott's hall, and re 
turned <o tbe library block after It was 
rebuilt. Robert L. Evans was tbo first 
librarian. 
He held tbo position until the 


time of his death, Nov. IT, 1881, and his 
wife. Mrs. Alice G. Evans, the present 
librarian, who has managed tbe institn- 
tion so successfully, was appointed to suc- 
ceed him. Mrs. Evans will now move the 
library for the fifth time in ber experience 
as librarian, but this time the change is 
for tbe best and tbe quarters will be the 
handsomest that the library ever before 
occupied. The action of the board settle* 
tbe question of location for some years to 
come.
